The crew drilling the fifth well for the British Petroleums 
have made excellent time on this well and have readied the top of 
the fofrty foot sand which wias enemntered in Number three well 
They are now waiting the arrival of the eight and quarter inch 
casing before drilling the formation from which it is expected they 
will secure production of a higher grade oil that is being produced 
from the other wiells drilled west of this locatiotn. This well is only 
about forty feet away from number three well, in which a small core 
was taken below the casing, which was set at approximately 2258 
f^et one of the finest showings of saturated sand was obtained, 
this sand extended for a depth of forty feet but owing to the small 
size of the bo(le being drilled it was decided that it would be im¬ 
possible to expect production from the well. At the time this cPre 
was obtained, several geologists and practical oil men who were 
present, expressed the (opinion that a high grade of oil would be 
produced 4f a larger size casing could be set in this sand. This led 
the di/rcto^s of till company to start the new well as close as possible 
to the original test hole. As records had been kept of the formation 
encountered in the first well it bias not been necesisarry tioi take cores 
of th<f drilling 1 , tbtifc accounting for the good time made in getting 
the .well*down. It will take some time after the arrival of the casing 
before it will be practical to make a test of the sand, as it Will be 
necessary to,,wait fojwtwO orfl thtree weeks for the cement to set after 
the. casing*is ppt in the well hef/ci|re the, sand can be drilled out ai^/I 
a. test rqade. Althpug^good fesults have beeff obtained a# number^ 
two and fodr w^lls, both ot.wh^cb have be^n producing'-o^ foij some 
time, it is generally- understood that better results will be ^obtained 
by deeper drilling. These wells wi* understand are ready to be pul 
on steady production as soom as satisfactory arrangements have 
been made for the marketing of tili/e oil..

Since the first of the 
year there has been a decrease in 
the production of light oil crude 
of more than 100,000 bbls per 
day. Production of heavy oil has 
increased, largely due to the 
flood of petroleum fnolm the 
Smack-over field in Arkansas. 
This field apparently reached its 
peak on May 25th 'with a produc¬ 
tion of 390,000 bbls. It has since 
dropped rapidly, due to the in 
trusion of salt water and the les 
sening completion of wells. 
Known producing area of the 
field will be drilled within theh 
GO sixty day§ when it is estimat¬ 
ed its production will not be more 
than 100,000 bbls. daily. Statis¬ 
ticians of the oil industry are 
now predicting that th|e daily 
production of ferude petroleum in 
the United States by Aug. 1, nexf 
will be less than 2,000,000 bbls. 
This prospect of the rapid decline 
of production is responsible for 
recent advances in refined pro 
ducts and the posted prices of 
crude petroleum at the wells.— 
Inland Oil Index.

Bees: How They Live And)Work 

Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa 
By C. B. Gooderham, Dominion Apiarist 

In the spring of the year a normal colony of bees consists of 
one queen and frqmi twenty to t|w!enty-five thousand worker bees. 
As th e season advances and nectar and pollen are being' gathered 
from willows, maples, dandeliom and fruit bloo|m, the number of 
workers increase Until tihiere may be as many as one hundred thous¬ 
and workersi in one hive. As the colony increases in strength and 
prosperity during the spring and early) summer, several hundreds 
drones. 

THE QUEEN BEE is the only fully developed female within 
the hive, and although sh e bears a 1 royal title, she is by no imeans the 
ruler of the c-o)lony. Her sole duty] is to lay eggs. She is the 
mother, of every other bee within the colony. Early in the spring 
she commences to^ lay eggs in worker cells only. As the ’weather 
becomes warmer, the colony stronger, she increases her production 
until she Imav) be producing as hjigh as three thousand eggis per day, 
which equals about one and a half times her own weight. To! do 
this she requires a larg e supply of highly nutritious food, and this 
is supplied her by attendant bees that constantly suniround her as 
shle moves about the colmibs preforming her duty. Th e queen lavs 
both fertile and infertile eggs, the former will produce either queen 
or worker bees, while thie latter will only produce drotnes. The 
queen continues egg laying all summer, but, of course, not at the 
rate of 3,000 per* day. In ih e fall of the year the daily rate dimin¬ 
ishes considerably, and usually cleases altogether in October until 
the following spring. The queen is equipped with) a Ming, but 
seldoim) uses it, except otn another queen. An unmated queen can 
also produce eggs, but oinly drones emerge from them. 

THE WORKERS are undeveloped females, and, as their name 
indicates, th e y are born to a life of labour. Appropdraately tihe 
ifrst fourteen days of their life a me spent in performing the routine 
work of the hivie: this consists of acting a,s nurse bees toi the young 
larvae in the comb's, attendants to thie queen, bo\use-cleaning, guard¬ 
ing the entrance of the hive, ventilating the hive and wax building. 
At the end of fourteen days, they (graduate and beco)me fielders, or 
gatherers of nectar and ]^ll e n. T/ie life of tli£ ^worker bees during 



the summ'oir' is only about- six weeks. They soon Wear themselves 
out with work. There is no thought of rest while supplies are 
available for gathering. They do} not work for themselves, but for 
ihe organization and for posterity. The individual is merged in the 
republic, and their one -thought is the accomplishment of the duty 
of the race. The worker bees are equipped with) a sting, and it 
is this origan that usually comes first in the mind of the average per¬ 
son when thinking o|f bees. The sting is not a weapon of offence, 
but of defenc!e, and is 'Ojnly used upon provocation; although per¬ 
fectly innocent people Jmiay be stung something must have angered 
the bees beforehand. Worker 1 bees), although, unable to mate, will 
lay eggs which, strange to say, will produce life, but only domes. 

THE, DRONES) ar e the largest bees in the colony, and are tbe 
males. They are big noisy fellows, but perfectly harmless, as they 
do not carry Mitngs. They plap no part in the gathering of nectar 
or pollen because they are not equipped for this purpose. They 
are even unable to obtain their own living, existing' altogether on 
the fruits of their sisters’ labour, and even having the audacity to 
ask the sisters to feed them. Their ojnly' purpose iin lif e is to ensure 
the continuity of the pace by fertilizing the virgin queens. Once 
mating a queen, tb’ie object for which) the dron e exist# is obtained 
and he dies immediately. The drones are tolerated in the hive while 
there is an abundance -off supplies coming in from the fields, but 
as soon as this fails they are thrown out by the workers and left 
to die of hunger and exposure. 

Having described the different bees in thie hiv e . let us take a 
look inside the hive and see how things are managed there. 

The queen deposits her eggs in cells built of wax: those in¬ 
tended for workers are in small hexagonal cells; those intended for 
drones are in cells similar to the worker cells, but a trifle larger, 
while those intended for queens are placed in cells of special con¬ 
struction. All t!h\e eggs hatch in three days into tiny white gtrubs 
which lie curled up in the base of the cells. These larVae have no 
other care in the world but an eno(rtmous appetite. Upon hatching 
-they are immediately fed by thie nurse bees. The larvae in the 
queen cells are abundantely supplied 'with a special food known as 
royal jelly. As they aare being fed the cell is enlarged. They re¬ 
ceive this food for five and a half day3 by th e end of which timem 


they are full grown. The cells are then capped over for seven and a 
half dayfe. During this seven and a half days the grubs 
transform into beautiful queens which emerge from the cells sixteen 
days after the egg was laid. The worker larvae are given special 
food for the first thtree days ipnly, when they are weaned to, a much 
humbler diet. It tak'es six days fotr these larvae to become full 
growP, and twenty-one days from the egg to the adult. The drone 
larvae receive little or none of the special food, but a humbler diet 
of pollen and hojney. It takes twenty-four days for drones to mature 
from eggs. 

WORKERS AND DRONES are constantly emerging in the 
hive from spring to fall, but queens are reared only three conditions: 
queenlessnesa, supersedure or swapmdng. 

Should a colony) lose it s que e n from! any cause, and there are work¬ 
er larvae of thie right age present in the hive, the bees are able to 
produce a queen from then. This is not surprising! when you re¬ 
in efmber that the eggs >wjh5ch produce queens and workers are ident¬ 
ically the same, and that the ylotung larvae of both are fed exactly 
the same for the first three days of life. 

Wb(en a queen becomes old and failing in strength or injured 
so that she is unable to keep up the strength of the colony, the bees 
(Continued on next page)

of brood and stores and several young queens not yet emerged from 
their cells. The first of these queens |wdll emerge on the seventh or 
eighth day! after the swanml leaves. Should one of the queens emerge 
sufficdent time ahead of any of 'her sisters she will, with' the aid of 
the bees, tear dojwn the queen cells and sting the occupants to death. 
Jf, however, several are ready to/ emerge at one time other swarms 
may issue, otr a battle royal take place. Th e qtxeen that is left “will 
take her wedding flight about five days after she emerges from the 
cell, provided the weather is suitable. She (meets the drone in the 
air, mates and returns to the hive fertilized for life, which may be 
anywhere from one to five years. The drone dies after th(e mating. 

The building off th e comb is dofrie by wo<r|ker bees only. Upon 
the underside of their bocl} r are eight special wax glands which are 
more active in young than old blees. These young bees first gorge 
fhlemselves with honey and then cluster together in festoons. In 
about twenty-four hlours small scales of wax will appear in the wax 
pockets. As t'h|ey are produced the bees remove thetaii with their 
pollen combs and transfer them to the mouth. The scales are then

will rear a new queen to replace hew. The old queen is allowed to 
remain in the hive until the new queen is mated and laying. 

As the dolony! increases itn strength and there is an abundance 
of supplies, th)e bee3 construct special queen cells, usually along the 
lower edges off the comb's. Sometimes these cells may be found in 
depressions on the side o(r ends of the combs'. The queen deposits 
eggs in these cells and as the larvae e(merge the cells are elongated 
and th|e larvae given the royal jelly. As soon as th(e first of these 
cells are capped and th e weather suitable the old queen and most of 
the working force “swarms out”, leaving the old home, and all it 
contains to the coming generation. The swarm departs to establish 
a new home elsewhere. 

Th e colony which the swarm issues is left with an abundance

So they’ thought twice and counted ten before they acted. 
All the land in sight belonged to Franklin, so why not spud in at 
some more reasonable site, some placte where it would be easier to 
haul water to, and where water could be got. A driller, you know, 
thinks in a straight line, just as he drills. 

Wherefore they proceeded north along the road some six miles 
There they found a place where the rig dould he hauled easily. And 
across tlhje road w\as a small stream.

The entire Province of Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island and adjacent islands 
have been leased for oil prospecting 
purposes to Henry L. Doherty & 
Company, according to an announce¬ 
ment by the concern. The lease has 
been taker! on option.

Indications are that 1925 will be 
one of the best tourist seasons ever 
experienced by Montreal. It is esti¬ 
mated that 750,000 people from all 
over the continent visited Montreal 
last year, while this year the number 
is placed at a million. 

It is understood that a contract 
has been let for the laying of a sub¬ 
marine cable from Vancouver Island 
to Suva, Fiji Islands, by the Pacific 
Cable Board. This is part of the 
“All-red” cable and wireless route 
which is being established between 
British possessions the world over. 

In order to facilitate the work of 
the air force patrol radio stations are 
being erected at the Pas, Norway 
House, Victoria Beach, and Fort 
Osborne Barracks, Winnipeg. The 
stations will be completed shortly 
and will have, it is stated, a radius 
of communication all over Canada.

“Judging from the amount of 
sound business activity noticeable 
here, British Columbia is launching 
into an era of constructive develop¬ 
ment which augurs well for her fu¬ 
ture prosperity,” comments Grant 
Hall, Vice-President of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, who recently spent 
ten days on the Pacific Coast.

way, when addressing the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association at their 
annual convention held at Hamilton 
recently. 

Eleven hundred pounds of speckled 
trout, gray trout and pike were the 
trophies taken back to New York 
recently by seven members of the 
Caughnawaga Hunting and Fishing 
Club, private preserves near Mont- | 
real, after a two-week stay on the 
fishing grounds. The catch included 
a 19-lb. gray trout and the average

Frank W. Ashby, secretary of the 
Australian Manufacturers’ Associa¬ 
tion, visiting here recently, said the 
impression in Australia was that 
Canada was the back door to the 
North Pole. People in the Antipodes 
think that Herschell Island and Baf¬ 
fin’s Bay are linked up municipally 
with Montreal and Winnipeg, he 
said. He was surprised to find the 
Dominion had a delightful climate 
and cities more modern than those 
in Australia. ^ 

What is stated to be the biggest 
log jam in sixty years recently oc¬ 
curred on the Montreal River in a 
gorge through which the river flows 
into Lake Temiskaming. 300,000 
logs were piled up t<^.a height of 80 
feet with a width of 2o0 yards, chok¬ 
ing the river for 300 yards down at 
the point where the jam took place. 
An army of 100 men, working night 
and day for three days, at last suc¬ 
ceeded in breaking the jam with 
dynamite.

This 
information has been made avail¬ 
able as a result of a survey just 
completed oin behalf of the De 
partment. 

In some districts it 1$ indicated 
that the wheat yield will be less 
htan 40 per cent, normal, and it 
has been necessary in these dis¬ 
tricts to re-seed with other crops, 
thus reducing the general acre 
age in wheat. Districts in the ex¬ 
treme south and south-easteri 
part of the province have also 
been affected by the worms. 

The fact that arge areas in 
these portions of the province 
have suffered from the pests, 
and the fact also that consider¬ 
able wheat-growing area in the 
south-eastern district has been 
abandoned by farmers' removed 
to other areas, makes it evident 
that the general increase in 
wheat acreage in the province is 
much smaller than would ordin¬ 
arily) have been the case.
